DUBLIN. 
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Clonmel Corporation, which was a pioneer 
in the South in the matter of steam rolling, 
has now given another lead to the South by 
laying down the first concrete road made in 
the Free State outside Dublin and Limerick. 
The road selected for the experiment was 
that leading from the railway station to 
Dillon street Cross, which carries all the 
heavy traffic from the railway to the town, 
and required constant repair owing to the 
severe strain it was put to. 

It had to be steam-rolled every two vears 
and kept repaired in the meantime; the an- 
nual cost being about £200. 480 yards long 
of this road has now been laid with re- 
inforced concrete, covering 2,880 square yards 


altogether. 


Owing to a rise in the roadway near the 


farmyards (causing flooding at times) the 
road had to be graded and levelled. This in- 
volved further heavy excavation, and was 
done at a cost of . The total width of 
the road is 30 feet, and 18feet of this is 
latd with ferro-concrete, 7 inches deep, 
treated on the surface with lime-stone chip- 
pings and bitumen. 


The new road now finished has a beantiful 
surface, and is quite level up to O'Gorman 
Brothers’ oil store. The lowest tender for 
the work was 13/9 per square yard, but the 
Corporation decided to do it by direct 
labour under the supervision of their sur. 
veyor, Mr. James Walsh, ©.E., and the 
cost works out at 11/6 per square yard. 


The only equipment purchased was a Win- 
get 44 c.f. batch concrete mixer, at a cost 
of £175, and this is available for future 
operations. 

The Government gave a grant of over 
£1,200, and the Corporation contributed 
£400 odd out of the rates.. As the life of 
a concrete road is estimated to be 15 years, 
the Corporation stand to gain considerably 
by the experiment, as compared with the 
cost of the old macadamising system. 

The cost of laying the concrete was £1,500; 
total scheme, £1,700. The Corporation hope 


to treat another important road in the same |: 


way next year. Works of this kind afford 
a lot of employment, and will, in course of 
time, considerably lessen the incidence of 
read maintenance charges.

PRIZES FOR CONCRETE 
SHUTTERINGS. 


A GOVERNMENT OFFER. 


Sir Ernest Moir’s committee on new 
methods of house construction dealt with 
concrete construction, and submitted that 
the use of concrete in pre-cast blocks would 
mean the employment to a lesser or greater 
degree of those expert trades in the build 
ing industry which are most scarce and 
which are essential to the requirements of 
the present building programme in materials 
of construction other than concrete. The 
committee also took the view that the last 
word in connection with an efficient system 
of easily moved shuttering had not yet been 
said, and the suggestion was made that the 
Minister of Health should offer a substan- 
tial premium for the best and most econo- 
mical system of shuttering. capable of being 
erected, though not necessarily constructed, 
by unskilled labour. Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain has now accepted this recommendation, 
Wid has arranged for the sum of £500 to be 
available for the purpose. 

A prize of £250 will be awarded for the 
system of shuttering adjudged by the com- 
mittee on new methods of house construction 
to be the best submitted, and the remaining 
sum may be awarded in additional prizes at 
the discretion of the committee. In judging 
the shuttering special consideration will be 
given to the following points :— 

Economy ; the production of a satisfactory 
finish on the external and internal faces of 
the wall with the minimum of further treat- 
ment; the ease with which the shuttering 
can be fixed, moved and refixed by other 
than skilled men; the durability in use; 
facility for use with different designs of 


cottages; and adaptability for use with 
cavity walls. 
In the first instance competitors will be 


required to fill in a form stating that they 
are entitled to exhibit the system, and 
whether it is the subject of any patent. With 
this form they will submit drawings and a 
short description seiting out the nature of 
the shuttering, the materials of which it 1s 
composed, and the method of its use. From 
the proposals thus submitted the committee 
will select the most promising, and the pro- 
posers of the selected methods will be re 
quired to submit samples of the shuttering 
or large-scale models. Before the final selec- 
tion is made the committee may, and pro- 
bably will, require a number of the methods 
to be subject to test in actual use under 
working conditions, and the competitor will 
be expected to provide the necessary shut- 
tering for such test at his own expense, 
While every care will be taken to treat the 
proposals submitted as confidential, competi- 
tors must realise that their proposals will 
necessarily become known to a number of 
people, and no responsibility can be taken in 
regard to unprotected proposals.

Germany’s Offer. 


The much vaunted “new” diplomacy 
eem- to have a great deal in common 
with the old. The Council of the League 
of Nations is in session at present at 
Geneva, and, so far as its public meetings 
are concerned, its activities seem to he 
confine] to such trifling matters as the 
condition of Greek refugees and the 
solvency of the National Bank of Esthonia. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, however, did 
not go to Geneva to waste his time in 
this way. He went to discuss the problem 
‘of “security,” and the real work of the 
League is being done behind the scenes, 
where « the old intrigues and back- 
stairs influences, which the League was 
invented largely to destroy, are hard at 
work. The famous Protocol is dead. The 
British Dominions killed it, and there 
can be no question of its revival in any- 
thing like its original form. Mr. Chamber 
lain broke the news to M. Herriot on his 
way to Geneva. Now he must acquaint 
| the League of Britain's decision and of 


tion of the Protocol. Furthermore, the 
problem of alternatives must be discussed. 
France has placed all her cards on the 
table. If she does not get “security” in 
the shape of an inter-Allied pact of some 
kind, she will refuse to leave the Rhine 
provinces, and Germany will be faced with 
f'.: permanent loss of some of her richest 
territory. In other words, a new war will 
become inevitable, because the Germans 
never could be expected to acquiesce in- 
definitely in a French occupation of the 
Rhineland, any more than Britain could 
be expected to tolerate the plantation of a 
foreign Power in Lancashire. The post- 
ponement sine die of the evacuation of the 
occupied areas would be a calamity for 
the whole world, and, therefore, an 
i alternative to the impossible Protocol is 
| essential. 

Britain favours Germany's proposal, 
which seems to the unbiassed mind to 
be not only more reasonable than the 
| Protocol, but also far more likely to give 
France that “security which she is so 
anxious to obtain. It amounts to an offer 
to guarantee the Western frontiers of 
France and Belgium, and to bind the 
German Government to take no violent 
action against Poland or Czecho-Slovakia 
in the East, in return for the immediate 
withdrawal of the Allied troops from the 
Rhineland and the Saar Valley. Apart from 
the principle that the reformed poacher 
makes the best camekeeper, éhis scheme 
seems to be excellent. It weuld bring 
Germany into the concert of nations, and, 
by associating her with Britain, France 
and Italy in a common pact, would give 
her a direct interest in the preservation 
‘of peace in Europe, whereas at present 
her isolation prevents her from having 
an, part or '~t in the Continent’s af‘airs. 
Of course, her entry into a pact with the 
Allies would entail her admission to 
membership of the League of Nations ;

The Free State’s Trade. 


of the imports of the Irish Free State. 
Ireland's close relations with the British 
market are to the lasting interest of both 
countries. War might interrupt Britain’s 
supplies from Dominions across the ocean ; 
war might wholly destroy trade relations 
established by Ireland with a distant land. 
No conceivable war conditions could break 
the connection between Britain and Ire- 
land across the narrow Channel; and thus 
Britain has at her doors a food-producing 
area, and Ireland has at her doors a large, 
safe and solvent market. The development 
of our country as a food supplier of Great 
Britain is thus an end to be sought with 
equal diligence by Irishmen and English- 
men alike. A paper on this topic by Mr. 
R. A. Whyte, Chief Trade Officer for the 
Free State in Great Britain, published in 


tute, deserves attention at home as well 
as across the Channel. Mr. Whyte re- 
minds Englishmen that two out of every 
five animals killed to provide the ‘‘ 


40,000 tons of butter every year, valuing 
some £4,000,000. One in every four of the 
eggs imported into Britain is from the 
Free State, whose egg exports value 
£2,750,000. Both Irish butter and eggs 
have failed hitherto to command their full 
prices in Britain owing to their lack of 
uniform quality ; but the steps being made 
by the Free State Government to establish 
a national brand and to maintain a standard 
of quality are expected to remedy this fault, 
The Free State still enjoys pre-eminence 
in Britain in the quality and value of its 
bacon and Hams; but our exports of pork 
are stil! far smaller than they might be. 
We send Britain pork to the value of a 
million pounds a year ; but still we supply 
only 30 per cent. of Britain’s pork imports. 
No less than 95 per cent. of the live stock 
imported into Britain—worth £20,000,000 
per annum—is sent by the Free State ; but 


appear at first sight, when we remember 
that bigger profits would be retained in 
Ireland if dead meat were exported. Last 
year we sent 5,000,000 rabbits to Britain; 
and Mr. Whyte remarks that Britain got 
more for the skins, returned after suffering 
& sea change, than we for the whole 
animals. Irish exports of fish to British 
markets are not so large as they might be 
were the Irish fishing industry properly 
organised; and the improvement of Irish 
fisheries is a matter of no small import- 
ance in an Imperial policy designed to 
render Britain less dependent in war-time 


siderations; but the extent of Ireland’s 
interest in the British food market cannot 
be too clearly realised. The Free State 
sends to Britain, in food, drink and live 
stock, goods to the value of £50,000,000 a 
year. Its exports to other lands, or of 
other commodities to Britain, are, by com- 
parison, negligible. It is hoped, by the 
measures adopted for the improvement of 
the egg trade, speedily to increase Free 
State egg exports by 25 per cent. A similar 
increase in al] classes of Irish food exports 
would not exhaust the demand in the 
British market; but it would improve the 
Irish trade balance by over £12,000,000 a

But, really, declared the Under-Secretary, 
there were no secret treaties, as all had to be 
registered with the Council of the League of 
Nations. His real objection to the motion 
was that it would apply to all sorts of minor 
arrangements ,and would hamper the con- 
duct of foreign policy in innumerable ways.

The greater part of the 
day was quiet everywhere—or seemed so— 
lergely because of the excellent arrangements 
for polling, which enab!ed voters to dealt 
with expeditiously. 

IDLE CROWDS.

THE ROUNDARYSISSUE.

The first meeting in connection with the 
forthcoming géneral election in Northern 
Ireland was held in the Ulster Reform 
Club, Belfast, last night, when Sir James 
Craig and other members of the Cabinet 
were the guests at a reception given in 
their honour. 

Sir James Craig said that he considered 
that an opportune time for an election had 
arrived. e did not think anyone would 
imagine, after four years in almost a free hand 
for the electorate, that it was too much to 
ask the people to place the seal of their ap- 
proval on what the Government had done, and 
say that - were content to leave the reins 

hands for a further period. 

He would like that election to be fought on 
two principles, with the best of good feeling 
ee a ee “ creeds ; with no feel- 
ing of rancour about the , but in the hope 
that the future would Sine nothing but 
benefit to their country. 

_They had a fresh register, and he was de- 
sirous of showing once more, most emphati- 
cally and const.itutionall » not only to the 
judicial body sitting in their midst and deal. 
ing with the boundary question, but to the 
British Government and to the whole world, 
that the four years that had elapsed had made 
no difference in the Ulster people regarding 
their views on the termitory given to them 
under the Act of 1920. (Applause.) 

Sir Dawson Bates, the Minister of Home 
Affairs, remarked that it had been said that 
the Government suffered from lack of official 
opposition in the House, but if they liked 
opposition in the House they. certainly did 

like the critics outside. That criticism, 
he said, might be divided into two classes: 
the criticism of those who should have taken 
their place in the House of Commons, but in- 
stead preferred to carry on a campaign in the 
Press and elsewhere inst the Government, 
their object being to belittle the Government 
in the eyes of their supporters and in the eyes 
of the world. 

On the other hand, there were the friendly 
critics, whose criticisms he had found helpful, 
though at times unpleasant and irksome. 
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IRISH LANGUAGE 


“GOING BACKWARD,” 
SAYSCANONO’ KENNEDY. 


Pessimistic views regarding the Irish 
language were expressed at Ennis by 
Canon O’Kennedy, President of St. 
Flannan's College, Ennis, at the meeting 
of the Clare Mental Hospital Committee. 
He said that the Gaelic language move- 
ment in the county was going backward 
instead of forward. This was occurring 
despite all the efforts being made in the 
schools and elsewhere on its behalf. 

Canon Clancy criticised the inconsistency of 
public bodies in regard to the language. He 
stated that they had all passed resolutions 
expressing themselves devotedly attached to 
the native tongue, but, as soon as a case 
arose in which the ideal might be promoted, 
it was dropped in order to “do a job” for a 
friend. A knowledge of Irish was not being 
made essential for a public appointment. 

The discussion arose out of the appointment 
of a stockbroker, for which Canon O’ Kennedy 
proposed that the election should be decided 
by an examination in Irish, English and 
arithmetic. 

Mr. Joseph Clancy, Co.C., objecting to this 
suggestion, said that the rs were full of 
speeches every day in English. Even the 
Minister for Education usually spoke in 
English. Perhaps, in a short e, none of 
them would be allowed to talk English or 
Irish, but would be compelled to turn to 
Spanish. 

Mr. F. Power did not think that any of the 
candidates for the position knew a single 
word of Irish. 

Mr. Clancy agreed and said that, as the 
appointment had to be made by the. 31st inst., 
none of them could hope to get a fluent know- 
ledge of the tongue in twenty days. 

On a poll it was decided, by five votes to 
four, to proceed with the election without 
examination in Irish or any other subject. 
Mr. Frank Butler, of Ennis, was then elected.

Extraordinary scenes were witnessed at 
the Molesworth Hall, Dublin, last night 
in connection with the election of a dele- 
gate to the Royal Liver Friendly Society.

LATE NEWS. 
SUMMER TIME. 


THE VOTE IN THE 
COMMONS. 


In á leading article, The Times observes :— 
In the House of mons to-morrow Colonel 
Lambert Ward's bill providing for the per- 
manent adoption of summer time comes up 
for its second reading. It is expected that 
the result of the division will settle the 
whole question once for all. If the bill 
is rejected the decision of the House will, in 
all probability, be taken by the Government 
to mean that the country at large is no 
longer in favour of the principle which the 
bill embodies. In that case it is possible, 
Colonel Ward says, that no steps would be 
taken again to include the Summer Time 
Act in the Expiring Laws Continuance Bill, 
and that the end of this summer would see 
the last of the measure and of the great 
benefits whieh it has conferred on the urban 
population. If, on the other hand, the bill 
receives second reading on a free vote, it has 
been officially announced by the Home Secre- 
tary that it will be adopted and carried 
through its further stages as a Government 
measure. 

It is, therefore, incumbent on all members 
who believe in the merits of the proposal 
~—if by any chance they had thought of 
going out of London for the week-end—to 
show by their presence in the House on 
Friday that they reailse the importance of 
the division. It does not follow that because 
the bill is backed by members of all political 
parties it is sure of obtaining a majority. In 
Holland a Government bill to abolish summer 
time has just been passed with the support 
of the Conservative and Agrarian perties, 
though only by 2 small majority. It is prac 
tically certain that here, too, represertstives 
of some of the agricultural constituencies will 
conceive it their duty to vote against Colonel 
Ward’s bill; or, at all events, to suprort 
the amendment to be moved by Sir Harry 
Hope restricting the operation of the prin- 
ciple to the months of May, June, July and 
August. Their opposition is not likely to be 
weakened by the fact that on this occasion, 
if the bill passes, summer time will have come 
to stay.

STATE OF EUROPEAN OPINION. 


To-day Mr. Austen Chamberlain will make 
an important declaration before the Council 
of the League of Nations on the attitude of 
the British Government to the Geneva dis- 
armament protocol, states Zhe Tunes, 
Though the general view of the British 
Government on the subject is by this time 
well known, a certain agitation is noticeable 
in Continental countries, particularly in 
France. M. Herriot, as our Paris Correspon- 
dent informs us to-day, convened on Tuesday 
evening in Paris a meeting of those French 
delegates who had taken part in the draiting 
of the protoco] at the League Assembiy last 
September and elicited their views on the 
present situation, M. Briand is said to have 
reaifirmed, in the light of the new develop- 
ments, the idea of an Anglo-French pact on 
the lines of the arrangement he himself 
negotiated with Mr. Llovd George at Cannes 
On the other hand, Dr. Stresemanj. the 
(ierman Minister for Foreign Affairs, spoke 
yesterday to the Foreign Affairs Commission 
at the Reichstag and emphasised the idea of 
a broader pact, including Germany, which 
may be deduced from the recent German 
proposals. With the prospect that the Geneva 
protocol will become a dead letter, and with 
the consequent revivel of the conception of 
narrower or broader regional pacts, European 
opinion at present is in a state of ferment and 
af eager inquiry after new possibilities. 


THE BRITISH BUDGET. 

The Daily Telegraph, in a leader on the 
Budget prospects, says :— The estimates of the 
various State departments for the coming 
year have already been framed, and nothing 
more can be done in paring them.

For the first time since Dail Eireann 
was established members of the Executive 
Council yesterday voted in different lobbies. 

When the Local Government Bill was 

before the Senate a new section, designed 
to encourage building, was inserted. It 
provided that two-thirds of the rates on 
all houses built between 1920 and 1927 
should be remitted. 
President Cosgrave joined with the 
Minister for Local Government in asking 
the House to approve the section. He 
contended that it was only fair that per- 
sons who took their courage in their 
hands and built houses in 1920 and 1921 
should be rewarded. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins held that the con- 
cession should not be retrospective. He 
supported an amendment that was pro- 
posed by the leader of the Labour Party, 
to the effect thet the remission of rates 
should apply only to houses built between 
April 1st, 1925, and April 1st, 1930. 

On a division, the amendment was 
carried by 29 votes to 17. 


THE AMENDMENT. 


——— 


OBJECTION TO RETROSPEC- 
TIVE CONCESSIONS. 


The Dail yesterday resumed the considera- 
tion of the Senate’s amendments to the Local. 
Government Bill, On Tuesday progress was 
reported on the amendment providing for the 
remission of two-thirds of the rates on houses 
erected since 1920. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson proposed that the con- 
cession should apply to houses built between 
April 1, 1925, and April 1st, 1930, instead of 
to houses built between April 1st, 1920, and 
April 1st, 1927. The safgsstion, he said, was 
that the Senate's amendment should pass so 
fer as it related to future buildings, but not 
to buildings which had already been erected. 
His intention was to remove one of the griev 
ances which the public would have if the Dail 
approved the Senate’s amendment, which 
would benefit a few private persons, and 
especially favoured business institutions. 

President Cosgrave said that the aim of the 
Senate amendment was to stimulate building 
during the next few years. Those who had 
built in 1920 and 1921, when prices were high. 
were entitled to consideration, because of the 
employment they had given at a time when it 
was much needed. 


A REWARD FOR COURAGE. 


Mr. John Good said that Mr. Johnson's 
proposal was that no relief should be given 
to persons who built prior to 1925—in other 
words, that the buildings which were put up 
in 1921, were to be handicapped to a serious 
extent. He suggested that some considera- 
tion should be given to those builders for hav- 
ing given employment at a time when costs 
were high, and when stability was not so 
well assured as it was now. He would urge 
that the proposed remission should ex- 
tend back to those who took their courage 
in their hands and built when things looked 
exceedingly black. 

Mr. Egan said that he was not impressed 
by the arguments in favour of giving relief 
to the persons who built in 1920 or 1921, and 
who whan they were building expected no 
favours. 

Mr. Hewat said that he supported the idea 
that those, who had put up buildings in 1 
and 1921 and 1923, without any notion that 
legislation would be passed to relieve them, 
should receive the concession in rating which 
was proposed to those who would build at 
present and for the next few years. 


MINISTER SUPPORTS 
OPPOSITION. 


The Minister for Justice said that he pre 
posed to vote for Mr. Johnson s amendment. 
He had not been impressed by the line of 
argument which said that people built with- 
out any inducement; they built for their own 
good, and not from any philanthropic motives. 
To say now, because the Government thought 
it advisable to give a fillip to the building 
trade, so that they would ensure the maximum 
activity in the erection of houses during the 
next two or three years, that they should 
also contribute to those who built as from 
1920 onwards was something to which he 
could not subscribe. 

The Government thought it necessary to 
subsidise sugar beet growing this yeer in 
order to see if they could develop the indus- 
try, and they might as well be asked to 
subsidise those who had grown beet on a 
smal] experimental scate since 1910. He was 
entirely with those wno stood against the re 
trospective effect of the Serate amendment.: 

The Minister for .ocal Government said 
that the people who built in 1920 and after. 
wards built at a 25 per cent. higher cost 
than the people who were building now, and 
at a time when the valuation was three times 
higher than on premises constructed in 1914. 
The giving of an abatement in rates to those 
who built factories and other structures from 
row onwards put them in a better position 
than those who had built in the years 1920 to 
ne and he thought that it was not fair or 
just. 

To give people who were building houses 
now the reduction was to give them an unfair 
advantage over the others Thev should act 
equitably, und he asked the House to reject 
the amendment put forward by Mr. Johnson. 

President Cosgrave said that if Deputy 
Johnson or the Minister for Justice went to 
Balbriggan and explained to the people there 
their idea of justice, he wondered what sort 
of a reception they wuuld get. Premises in 
that town were burned down in 1920. The 
citizens of Dublin whose premises were 
burned in 1922 were getting an advantage, 
but the constituents of those two gentlemen 
were not going to get a similar advantage.

‘Much as we detest the method,” it is 
stated, ‘“‘ we are unshaken in our belief that 
until a preventive agent is available the 


slanghter policy should be continued.” 


Tt is urged that a test should be made of a

heen tried in Cheshire, and for which it is 
claimed that it prevented the spread of the 
disease to animals in contact with it.
